Let the party begin! 


Plans in the works 
for victory parade

The cheers of exultant Blackhawks fans filled 
Madison Street on Monday, a roar that began 
with Dave Bolland’s goal to put them up 3-2 
and built to a crescendo as time expired in the 
third period. 

Police officers and squad cars lined Madi- 
son, just a few blocks east of the United 
Center and home to a strip of bars that pride 
themselves on providing a stadium-style ex- 
perience. 

Third Rail Tavern owner Danny Shapiro 
looked on unworried. 

“The Hawks fans in 2010, they really kept 
it classy” he said late in the third period. “We 
didn’t have any problems.” 

But for the distant boom of fireworks 
and dozens of fans trickling out of the bars 
into the street, championship fever indeed 
seemed fairly orderly in the first minutes after 
time expired. 

For Shapiro, it was a bittersweet end to a 
magical season that saw the Hawks rescue 
the NHL with a fan-friendly winning streak 
and an epic finals that gave fans nearly seven 


games worth of hockey in a closely fought six- 
game series that featured multiple overtime 
games. 

“As a businessman, a Game 7 would be 
great, but as a Hawks fan, Fm sick of the Bru- 
ins,” Shapiro said. 

Earlier in the evening, nervous energy 
gathered like thunderheads over Chicago as 
the puck dropped in the Blackhawks’ Game 
6 matchup with the Boston Bruins, and the 
3900 block of North Kenneth Avenue in Old 
Irving Park was just one among many pockets 
of championship stress across Chicagoland. 

Since 2010, neighbors in the close-knit 
North Side neighborhood have gathered for 
Hawks playoff games— almost always out- 
doors, though the venue rotates to one of 
three or four houses on the block anytime 
Chicago loses. 

Bill McCaffrey, a spokesman for Mayor 
Emanuel, said Monday night that the city 
and the Blackhawks were planning a rally for 
sometime this week. But no date was yet set, 
McCaffrey said. 

In 2010, the previous time the team won 
the Stanley Cup, Chicago feted the club with 
a massive parade and rally that was one of the 
best-attended celebrations in city history
